who was fumed for his ability, expe- 
rience and humane treatment 
of Ihe 


unfortunates under his charge. 
But 


the mayor, according to his own dec- 
laration, was bound to have Superin- 
lendenl Courtney's official head, and as 
he had the power, he took it. Accord- 
ing to the statements of members of 
the previous board and the' admission 
of the mayor himself they were each 
requested 'to vote for the removal of 
Superintendent Courtney. This -they 
positively refused to do. and being un- 


vestigate or even to accept the. report, 
the board voted to throw it 
in 
the 


waste basket. The mayor knew this 
and still failed to use his power. •'When 
the public protest became too loud and 
the campaign approached, the ' mayor 
resorted to the subterfuge of asking 
the city council to Investigate the pau- 
per department, but that body promptly, 
told him substantially that 
the 
city1 


council had nothing whatever to 
do 


with the management of the pauper., 
department; that he had the entire 
responsibility upon his shoulders, that 
he alone had full power to correct the 
evils complained of or make, .removals. 
But still the mayor pursued his policy 
of masterly inactivity, and to this day 
the board against which Mr. Hoxve 
made his sensational.charges Is in full 
power, although of late the conditions 
are reported to have been 
somewhat 


Improved, doubtless as a concession to 
an outraged public opinion. 


In the face of all this we fail to see. 


.. hy it was not our duty as well as our 
privilege to call thc. attention 
of

voters to the mayor's failure to per- 
form his full duty in this department, 
and to ask for his repudiation at the 
polls.

Voted in Favor of City Light' 


ing Control 


HAVEKHILL, Dec. 14.—The munici- 


pal council at un Informal meeting yes- 
terday declarer'! la favor of the pur- 
chase of the Havcrhill Electric com- 
pany and tho Haverhill Gas Light com- 
pany. The decision was unanimous and 
an order for the purchase of the two 
companies will be passed at the regular 
meeting of the municipal council 
on 


Thursday evening. ' 


The law requires that the order be 


passed-by a city government two yeari 
in succession, and as the mayor and 
aldermen will be the same next year in 
ihls-clty it Is intended to pass the order 
this month and take the second action 
early next year so that the question of 
the acquirement of the two companies 
.may be submitted to the voters at the 
next state election. 


The municipal control of tho lighting 


companies has been discussed for some 
time, and Alderman Bean has been one 
of Us stanchest advocates for a year. 
The annual report of the electric com- 
pany shows that It has assets of $806,- 
000. 
The gas company is capitalized dt 


3500,000 and the capital of the Haverhiii 
Gas Securities company, the holding 
company of the gas light company, is 
$600,000. It Is figured that if the voters 
decide to acquire both plants that tho 
city will have to pay about $2,000,000. 


The assessors have a valuation of 


$483,000 on the holdings of the gas com- 
pany, divided into $83,000 for real estate 
and $345,000 on personal property. The 
assessed valuation of the electric com- 
pany is $545,000, divided into $90,000 
real estate and 5456,000 personal.

Thp municipal council figures that 
will be at least two years before th 
city gains control of the two plant 
even if the voters decide in favor ot 
nt the next state election, as the pric 
to Ije paid will have to be settled hy 
commission.

According to the- story told by the 


police Quann and Holland 
had--been 


drinking together in the hotel. They 
became involved in a political- argu- 
ment and after some loud talk they 
were told by the waiter they would 
have to desist. 
In a short time, it is 


said. Holland arose from the table at 
which he was sitting with a party, in- 
cluding Quann, and walked out to At- 
lantic avenue. 


Almost immediately Quann followed 


Holland to the street and the argument 
was resumed. 
Then, according to the 


police story, Quann, who 
was 
much 


larger than Holland, attacked the latter 
and administered a severe drubbing. 
Holland was bleeding from the nose 
and mouth and when friends 
inter- 


rupted the fight Holland walked away 
while Quann sauntered along Atlantic 
avenue and Into India square. 


In a few moments the fight was re- 


sumed in India square, and! 
it 
was 


there that Quann receivedthe injuries 
that' are thought to have caused 
his 


death. The police maintain that they 
have .witnessed the second fight and 
they say that Holland landed a stiff 
blow: on - Quann'3 nose that knocked 
him backward, his head coming in con- 
tact with the side of a brick building 
and later with the curb. 


Quann was rendered 
unconscious. 
Friends picked him up and he was sent 
to the relief hospital. At that insti- 
tution he was treated for a fractured 
nose. That was about 4 Sunday after- 
noon, and before 0 Quann returned to 
his brother's home. 


About midnight James Quann found 
his brother lying on the floor of his 
room, bleeding pi-ofusejy from the nose. 
John was lifted into bed and seemed 
to ho suffering no ill effects, save from 
the bleeding nose. To all questions he 
turned a deaf car and after he went 
to sleep his brother did not consider 
him in a serious condition, 
as 
his 


breathing- was deep and regular. 


About 5.30 yesterday morning.James 


Quaun went to his brother's room and 
found him in an. unconscious condi- 
tion. Dr. H. J. Keenan was summoned 
hut could do nothing, and Quaun died 
about 6. Dr. Keenan reported to police 
station C.that Quann'a skull was prob- 
ably fractured and. that his nose was 
broken. There was also a deep cut on 
the head and a cut. over the eye. 


• At the relief hospital the 
surgeons 


stated that when Quann'appeared there 
Sunday afternoon he complained of a 
severe pain in his head, but that after 
his wounds had been dressed he insist- 
ed upon leaving the hospital: and, as he 
did not appear to be seriously injured, 
he was allowed to do so. 


When arrested Holland admitted that 


he had had trouble with Quann, He 
told the police that 'when he walked 
out of the hotel Quann followed him 
and struck him several times before he 
could get au-ay. Later, after he had 
wiped the blood from his face, Holland 
stated that Quann resumed thS fight 
and that he struck Quann in self-de- 
'euce. 


Tho police will hold Holland until the 


result of the autopsy is made known.

According to .the. story, told by the 


police Quann and Holland 
had ' been 


drinking together In tho hotel. They 
became involved in a political argu- 
ment and after some loud talk they 
were told by the waiter they would 
have to desist. 
In a short time, It is 


said, .Holland arose from the table at 
which he was sitting with a party, In- 
cluding Quann, and walked out to At- 
lantic avenue. 


Almost immediately Quann followed 
Holland to the street and the argument 
was resumed. Then, according to the 
police story, Quann, who was much 
larger than Holland, attacked the latter 
and administered n severe drubbing. 
Holland was bleeding from the nose 
arid mouth and, when friends 
inter- 


rupted the fight Holland walked away 
while Quann sauntered along Atlantic 
avenue and Into India square. 


In a few moments the fight -was re- 


sumed in India square, and 
it 
was 


there that Quann received the injuries 
that are thought to Imve caused 
his 


death. The. police maintain that they 
have 
witnessed the second fight and 


they say that. Holland'landed a stiff 
blow on Quann's nose that • knocked 
him. backward, his head coming in con- 
tact with the side of a brick building 
and later with the curb. 


Quann was rendered unconscious. 
Friends, picked him up and he was sent 
to the relief hospital. At that Insti- 
tution he was treated for a fractured 
hose. That was about 4 Sunday after- 
noon, and before 6 Quann returned to 
his brother's home. 
' About midnight James Quann found 
hla .brother lying .on the floor of .his 
room, bleeding profusely from the nose. 
John was.lifted .Into bed and seemed 
to be suffering no ill effects, save from 
the bleeding nose. To all questions he 
turned^a deaf ear and after he went 
to sleep his brother did not consider 
him in a serious condition, 
as 
his 


breathing was deep and regular. 


About 5.30 yesterday morning'James 


Quann went, to his brother's room and 
found him in an unconscious' condi- 
tion. Dr. H. J. Keenan was summoned 
but could do nothing, and Quann died 
about 6. Dr, Keenan reported to police 
station 6 that Quann's skull was prob- 
ably fractured and that his nose was 
broken. There was "also'a deep out on 
the head and a cut over the eye. 


At the relief hospital the 
surgeons 


Mated that when Quann appeared there 
Sunday afternoon he complained of a 
severe pain in his head, but that after 
Ills wounds had been dressed he insist- 
ed upon leaving the hospital and, as he 
did not appear to be seriously Injured, 
10 was allowed to do so. 


When arrested Holland admitted that 
; had had trouble with Quann. He 


told the police that when he walked 
out of the hotel Quann followed him 
and struck him several times before he 
could get away. Later, after he had 
viped the _blood from his face, Holland 
tated that Quann resumed the light 
ind that he struck Quann in eelf-de- 
cnce. 


Tho police will hold Holland until the 


result of the autopsy Is made known.

Voted in Favor of City Light- 


ing Control 


HAVEBHILt, Deo. 14.—The munici- 


pal council at an informal meeting yes- 
terday declared in favor of. the pur- 
chase of the Hayerhill Electric com- 
pany and the ilaverhlil Gas Light com- 
pany. The decision was unanimous and 
an order for the purchase of. the two 
companies will .be passed at the regular 
meeting of the municipal council on 
Thursday evening. 


The law requires that the order be 


passed by a_ city government two 
in succession, and as the mayor and 
aldermen will be the same next year in 
this city It is intended to pass the order 
this month and take the second action 
early next year BO that the question of 
the acquirement of the two companies 
may be submitted to the voters at the. 
next state election. 


The municipal control of the lighting 


companies has been discussed for some 
time, and Alderman Bean has been ona 
of its stanchest advocates for a year. 
The annual report of the electric com- 
pany shows that It has assets of J805,- 
000. 
'The gas company Is capitalized at 


••» 
$600,000 and the capital of the Haverhill 
Gas Securities company, tho holding 
company of the gas light company, is 
$600,000. It is figured that if the voters 


,,-y 
decide to acquire both plants that the 
city will have to pay about $2,000,000. 


The assessors have a valuation of 


$483,000 on the holdings of tho gas com- 
pany, divided into $93,000 for real estate 
and $345,000 on personal property. Tha 
assessed valuation of the electric com- 
pany is $54B,000, divided Into $90,000 
real estate and $466,000 personal. 


The first move toward municipal con-

trol of the 
lighting companies was 


early this year when Mayor Moulton 
refused to pay the gas company more, 
than 80 cents for gas used in municipal 
buildings. In 18R9, ox-Mayor John C. 
Chase, the first socialist mayor ever 
elected in this country, started an agi- 
tation for cheaper gas, the movement, 
resulting from tlic, sale of the gas com- ] 
pany to tho late Thomas

The purchase price was $500,000, al- 


though the capital stock of the com- 
pany was $75,000. ' The stock was all

gas securities company was formed and

This woman agent describes the min- 


gling of the crew with the women o 
the steerage, and says the same condi- 
tions' are true of the association of the

Other agents say that on many of the 


steamships men stewards and members 
of- the crew, as well as mnln steerage 
passengers, erowd into tho compart- 
ments set aside for women, destroying 
all privacy for the women. 


"Members of the 
crew," says one 


woman agent, "never failed to deal a 
woman passenger a blow when she was 
found standing on the framework of a 
lower berth to get anything from an 
upper berth. If a woman were dress- 
ing- they always stopped to watch her. 


"In mak.lng free with the women the 


men of the crew went' as far as possible 
v.-ithout exposing themselves 
to the 


dnnerer of punishment. But this limit is 
no doubt frequently overstepped." 
Insulted and Assaulted 


Describing further how ^yomen steer- 


age passrngrrs wore compelled to sub- 
mit' to Insults, the report says of tho 
iiass:mc'.

Concerning other conditions in the 


old type steerage which still exists In 
many of the steamships, tho agents of 
the commission are just as severe. In 
the introduction to the report it is said: 


"The human needs of space, air, food, 


sleep and privacy are'recognized to the 
degree now made compulsory by law. 
Beyond that tho persons carried 
are 


looked upon as so much freight, with 
mere transportation as their only due." 


The sleeping quarters are. described 


as being in many cases filthy, inade- 
quate and all that is bad. The average 
berth Is six feet long and two feet wide, 
with only 2 1-2 feet of space above It, 
and that Is all the space to which tho 
passenger cnn assert a definite right. In 
that space he lias to sleep and find 
room also for his baggage, all of his 
extra clothing, his eating utensils, his 
towels and other toilet necessaries. The 
floors, when iron, are continually damp, 
and when of wood they reek with foul 
odors because they are not washed. The 
open deck available to the steerage is 
described as very limited. Much space 
is devoted to the lack of ventilation and 
to bad conditions in washrooms and 
toilet rooms which, on some ships, men 
and women steerage passengers are 
obliged to uso in common.

At least two witnesses to the quar- 


rel have been located by the police. 
After Medical Examiner Magrath per- 
forms an autopsy the witnesses will 
be called upon to tell what they know 
of the trouble. 


According to the story told by the 


police Quann and Holland 
had been 


drinking together In the hotel. They 
became Involved In a political argu- 
ment and after some loud talk they 
were told by the waiter they would 
have to desist. 
In a short time, it Is 


said, Holland arose from the table at 
which he was sitting with a party, in- 
cluding Quann, and walked out to At- 
lantic avenue. 


Almost immediately Quann followed 


Holland to the street and the argument 
was resumed. 
Then, according to the 


police story, .Quann, who was much 
larger than Holland, attacked the latter 
and administered a severe drubbing. 
Holland was bleeding from the nose 
and mouth and when friends 
inter- 


rupted the Tight Holland walked away 
while Quann sauntered along Atlantic- 
avenue and into India square. 


In a few moments the fight was re- 


sumed in India square, and 
It 
was 


there that Quann received the Injuries 
that are thought to have caused 
his 


death. The police maintain that they 
have 
witnessed the second'fight and 


they say that Holland landed a stiff 
blow on Quann's nose that knocked 
him backward, his head coming in con- 
tact with the. side of a brick building 
and later with the curb. 
• 


Quann was rendered unconscious 
Friends picked him up and he was sent 
to the relief hospital. At that insti- 
tution he was treated for a fractured 
nose. That was about 4 Sunday, after- 
noon, and before 6 Quann returned to 
hia brother's home. 


About midnight James Quann found 


his brother lying on the floor of his 
room, bleeding profusely from the nose. 
John was lifted into bed and seemed 
to be suffering no ill effects, save from 
the bleeding nose. To all questions he 
turned a deaf ear and after he went 
to sleep his brother did not consider 
him in a serious condition, 
as 
his 


breathing was deep and regular. 


About 6.30 yesterday morning1 James 


Quann went to his brother's room and 
found him in an unconscious condi- 
tion. Dr. H. J. Keenan was summoned 
but could do nothing, and Quann died 
about 6. Dr. Keenan reported to police 
station 6 that Quann's skull was prob- 
ably fractured and that his nose was 
broken. There was also a deep cut-on 
the head and a cut over the eye. 


At the relief hospital the surgeons 
stated that when Quann appeared there 
Sunday afternoon he-complained of a 
severe pain In his head, but1 that after 
ils wounds had been dressed he'Insist- 
ed upon leaving the hospital and, as he 
did not appear to be seriously injured, 
le was allowed to do so. 
' ' 


When arrested Holland admitted'that 


le had had trouble with Quann. • He 
:old 
the police that when he walked 


out of tho hotel Quann followed" him 
ind struck him several times before he 
could get away. Later, after he had 
vlped the blood from his face,1 Holland 
,tated that Quann resumed the light 
ind that he struck Quann in self-de- 
ence. 


Tho police will hold'Holland until the

the acquirement of the two companies 
mny be submitted to tho voters at tho 
next state election. 


• The municipal control of the lighting 
LOtnpanies has been discussed for some 
time, and Alderman Bean has been one 
of its stanehest advocates for a year. 
The annual report of the electric com- 
pany shows that it has assets of 5805,- 
UOO. The gas company is capitalized at 
5500,000 and the capital oC the Haverhill 
C5as Securities company, 
tho 
holding 


company of the gas light company, i= 
5500,000. It is figured that 1C the voters 
decide .to acquire both plants that tho 
city will have to pay about $2,000,000. 


Tho assessors have a" valuation of
